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FRENCH CABINET 
IS OVERTHROWN 


Clemenceau Ministry Goes 
Down to Defeat Suddenly 
in Vote as Result of the 
Naval Scandals. 


DELCASSE IN THE ATTACK 


Dramatic Scenes and Bitter 
Words in Chamber of Dep- 
uties Attend Passing of 
the Premier. 


PARIS, July 20.—The Clemenceau cabinet 
fell suddenly tonight under dramatic circum- 
stances, at the conclusion of @ violent debate 
in the chamber of deputies over the naval 
scandals, extending over several days. 

On a vote of confidence in the government 
the vote stood 176 in favor and 212 opposed. 

M. Clemenceau and his fellow ministers 
immediately left the chamber. The premier 
proceeded directly to President Fallieres and 
offered his resignation, which the president 
accepted. The chamber adjourned until 
Thursday. 

M. Delcasse, chairman of the investigating 
commission, had led the attack upon the 
naval administration, especially that during 
the incumbency of M. Pelletan and M. Thom- 
son, former ministers of marine. 

But M. Picard, who succeeded M. Thom- 
son, had promised in the name of the govern- 
ment to complete a series of reforms, both 
in the administration of the department and 
the method of construction, and the cham- 
ber was ready to vote confidence in the gov- 
ernment when an incident occurred in the 


majority into a minority. 


Clemenceau Taunts Deicasse. 

Premier Clemenceau, who always has been 
an adversary of M. Delcasse, smarting un- 
der the criticisms, and doubtless overconfi- 
dent of a majority, which on July 15 upon 
the general policies of the government was 
182, taunted the ex-minister of foreign af- 
fairs, who was thrown overboard by the 
Rouvier ministry at the dictation of Ger- 
niany during the crisis of 1905, with having 
led France to humiliation at Algeciras. 

The specter of that chapter of France’s 
foreign history, in which Delcasse was sac- 
rificed, wes a fatal error. 

Instantly there was an uproar of dissent 
from both sides of the chamber; Delcasse 
flung back the taunt in Clemenceau’s face 
with bitter words, declaring amid cheers 
that France had gone to Algeciras in the in- 
terest of peace. 


Verbal Duel of Statesmen. 


NM that Clemencead* had 
inspired artieles in the foreign press during 
the crisis, but the latter emphatically denied 
this imputation. 

The premier seemed for the first time in his 
parliamentary career to lose his head. Fi- 
nally M. Delcasse, as he was entering upon 
an explanation of the situation of 1906, drew 
himself up proudly and said: 

„I shall say nothing further on that sub- 
ject; I have nothing to fear. Nothing in the 
past, nothing in our common memories of 
twenty-five yeare embarrasses me. If I look 
back I see I have left something besides 
ruins.’ 

Then, turning directly to Clemenceau, he 
said: 

Tou were president of the naval inves- 
tigating commission of 1904. Your unsparing 
attacks upon every government during 
twenty-five years seemed sufficient guaran- 
tee that you would find the root of the evil. 
What were the results, I ask?" 


Clemenceau Tries to Parry Thrust. 

M. Clemenceau, now evidently in a rage, 
tried to parry the thrust by returning ta the 
charge. 

“Your policy as foreign minister,“ he 
shouted, led us to the greatest humiliation 
France has experienced in twenty years.“ 

Another storm of hostile cries arose, sev- 
eral deputies crying: ‘‘It is an outrage to 
say that.“ 

But the premier tried to assume his old 
cynical air. 

O, no false indignation, I pray you,” he 
exclaimed. ‘‘ You brought us to the verge 
of a war without military preparation.” 

Again the tumult was redoubled. 

es,“ he shouted, above the roar, the 
whole world knew that the ministers of war 
and the navy, when the question was put to 
them, replied that France was not ready. I 
have not humiliated France; Delcasse has 
done that.” 


Scene Is Indescribable. 

The scene when the premier took his seat 
was indescribable. Amid the wildest er- 
citement the vote was taken, and when it was 
announced that the government had been 
beaten, 212 to 176, Clemenceau clapped his 
hat on his head, pulling it far down over 
his eyes, and stalked out of the chamber, 
followed by the other ministers, in token that 
he intended to resign. 

M. Clemenceau went immediately to the 
Elysée palace and told the story to President 
Fallieres, who seemed stupefied at the inci- 
dent which caused the fall of the cabinet, 
but he accepted the resignation of the pre- 
mier and his ministers.

astonishment that an old parliamentary war 
horse like Clemenceau should have commit- 
ted political suicide by his awkwardness in 
recalling the Algeciras specter upon the eve 
of adjournment, when the government was 
assured of a majority on the naval ques- 
tion. 

The premier’s action drove about fifty 
members of the Republican bloc into a 
combination with the right and extreme left, 
unhorsing the man whose ministry had been 
the longest in the history of the third repub- 
lic, and who for three years has been abso- 
lute master in France. 


Absentees Might Have Saved Day. 

More than sixty members of the majority, 
enough to have saved the day, were absent, 
visiting thelr parliamentary confreres = 
Sweden, when the vote was taken. 

Many times during his ministry M. Clemen- 
ceau apparently was on the eve of defeat, as 
many strong combinations, especially by the 
enemies of the income tax, were formed to 
accomplish his downfall, and often there was 
much secret opposition in the ranks of the 
majority, but when the decisive moment

BLACK HAND FIRES “BOMB 82” 
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OUTRAGE FOLLOWS THREATS: 


Proprietor Ignores Demands for Cash; 
Family Escapes Injury. 


„Bomb 32.“ but lacking in direct connec- 
tion with ‘‘ bomb 31,“ was exploded at 1 
o'clock this morning. 

It was of Black Hand origin, and was 
aimed at the grocery store of Tony Tavo- 
lacci, 123 Erie street, between Market and 
Franklin, 

Tavolacci and his family lived above the 
store. The force of the explosion shattered 
the front of the building, and threw them 
from their beds, but did not injure them. 


Police Find Bomb Fragments. 
3 The bomb itself was said by the police, 
after an examination of its fragments, to 


have been manufactured from gunpowder 


and set off with a fuse. Fragments of 
cardboard in which the explosive apparent- 
ly. had been placed were found scattered 
nearby. 

Paul Morano, with wife and five children, 
occupied a part of the second floor, and 
they were thrown from their beds. Mo- 
rano, it developed, however, was not sought 
by the Black Hand band. 

Tavolacci had been threatened specifically 
twice within a week. 

In each case he had received a letter, writ- 
ten in Italian, and bearing the emblem of 
skull and cross bones, calling upon him to 


hand over $500 at some place named in the 


document. 


Tavolacci Not to Be Bluffed. 

The first letter was received a week ago 
Monday, the second on last Thursday. They 
were couched in similar terms. 

Tavolacci, who is supposed to havea pros- 
perous business, and to possess considerable 
ready cash, was not to be bluffed, and he 
did not follow the directions. Nor did he 
make any report to the police. 

On Saturday night, three revolver shots 
were fired through his front door, but no one 
was struck. 

When these warnings did not affect him, 
the bomb evidently was prepared. 

The bullding is a two story frame structure. 
Every window on its front was shattered and 
much of the timbering was wrecked. 

The explosion caused a panic in the neigh- 
borhood and many people rushed to the street 
in their night clothes. The district at once 
was flooded by policemen from the East 
Chicago avenue station, but no trace of the 
bombplacer was found. It was presumed 
that the use of a fuse enabled the man to get 
far away before the bomb went off. 


Black Hand Men Indicted.

WRIGHT FLIGHT SETS RECORD 


TIME MARK FOR AMERICA. 


During the Entire Period Aeroplane Is 
Kept Under Perfect Control. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—Eetablishing a 
new record for aviation in America, Orville 
Wright, in the Wright aeroplane late today 
at Fort Myer, made a spectacular fight of 
one hour, twenty minutes, and forty-five 
seconds’ duration. 

The longest previous fight was of seventy- 
four minutes, made by Mr. Wright at Fort 
Myer last fall. 

During the entire fight the machine was 
under perfect control, but several times ap- 
peared to the spectators ta be on the point 
of diving forward. 

Several thousand persons were given an 
exhibition which included the most daring 
feats of aviation yet accomplished, and at its 
conclusion a mighty cheer went up from 
the throng in recognition of the achieve- 
ment. 

The machine traveled a distance of about 
seventy miles, it was estimated by Wilbur 
Wright, and at one time during the fight 
the height attained, between 260 and 280 feet, 
exceeded the highest point ever reached by a 
“heavier than air’’ machine on this con- 
tinent. 

The most wonderful part of the flight was 
the execution of three complete “ figure 
eights,”’ which required careful maneuvér- 
ing in directing the machine. 


Flight Thrills Spectators. 

There was not the slightest mishap dur- 
ing the fight, but there were moments when 
the crowd watched almost breathlessly, 
fearing the aviator was losing control of the 
bird-like machine. 

A thrill passed through the spectators as 
the white flyer, apparently beginning to dive 
to the earth, would regain its equilibrium 
and speed onward around the oval above the 
parade grounds. After rounding the course 
half a hundred times the aviator directed the 
machine's course around the small double 
circles of a figure 8.“ It was the first time 
this season and the second time during his 
career he has executed this maneuver. 

To the amazement of the crowd. the ma- 
chine described a second 8 and then a third 
one, after which it was guided back to its 
former course of large ovals. 

With the determination of making a longer 
flight than heretofore attempted, the 
Wrights ordered the geroplane taken from | 
its shed to the starting apparatus shortly 
after 5 p. m. Three members of the cabi- 
net, Secretary of the Navy Meyer; Attorney 
General Wickersham and Postmaster Gen- 
eral Hitchcock, were on hand early to wit- 
ness the expected flight. 


Meets U. 8. Requirements. 

In today’s fight Mr. Wright met every re- 
quirement set forth by the government, ex- 
cept that of carrying one passenger and 
making the five mile straightaway run. Both 
of these requirements probably could have 
been met, but it is the intention of the Wright | 
brothers to get their machine in perfect con- 
dition before attempting the official flights. 

Both Wilbur and Orville Wright declared 
today that the machine is working much bet- 
ter, but that they want Several practice trials 
before the official test. 

Wilbur Wright, replying to a comment that 
the flight today would have covered the 
width of the English channel, which Herbert 
Latham unsuccessfully attempted te cross 
yesterday, said it would have been possibie 
for his brother to cross from Franee to 
England and to return to France again with- 
out landing. He also remarked that it would

IS OVERTHROWN

Bitter Criticism of Navy. 

The report of the parliamentary commis- 
sion which investigated the naval scandais 
in France proved a scathing condemnation of 
the naval administration for the last ten 
years and made an astounding exposure of 
the deplorable condition of the fleet for which 
France has spent $700,000,000 since 1809. 

The 350 pages of the report were filled with 
details of the inefficiency resulting from con- 
fusion and red tape, conditions that make 
French naval construction cost 25 per cent 
more than English or German. 


Condemned Shells Used. 


As an evidence of these methods it was 
pointed. out that cast iron shelle of large 
caliber condemned after the accident to the 
battleship Iona continued to be manufac- 
tured in larger quantities than ever for two 
whole years. The Patrie, the Republique, 
and other ships of this class were found 
equipped with secondary guns of a model of 
1885, instead of 1902, as the specifications re- 
quired. 

Neither the ammunition nor the guns for 
the six ships of the Danton type, to be com- 
pleted in 1911, it was found would be ready 
before 1914, and France has not a singie dry- 
dock capable of accommodating these vessels 
when they are finished. 


Ammunition Only for Six Hours. 


Perhaps the gravest feature of the exposé 
was in regard to the lack of reserve coal and 
ammunition supplies at the ports and 
arsenals. One officer testified before the com- 
mission that at the end of a naval battle 
of six hours the ships would find it impos- 
sible to replenish and would be virtually 
out of commission. 

The commission recommended the com- 
plete reorganization of the department, the 
elimination of red tape, and the distribution 
of responsibility. It insisted especially upon 
the creation of a department of construction 
and equipment entirely separate from thé 
general staff. es 


History of Beaten Ministry. 

The cabinet which has just resigned was 
formed October 23, 1906, and was reorgan- 
ized January 4, 1008. It followed the cabinet 
of which M. Sarrien was premier and M. 
Clemenceau the minister of the interior.

It has been in conformity with this prom- 
ise that the United States has been so insist- 
ent in its demands that she be allowed to 
come in with the European financiers as an 


original party to the loan. 


Pressure has been brought to bear on China 


to withstand our demands on the ground that 


to yleld to the United States would be to open 
the door to other claimants for participation 
in the loan, and she was urged to give the 
privilege exclusively to the French, German, 
and English bankers in accordance with the 
agreement made in Peking on June 6 last. 
More or less American material undoubt- 
edly will be used in the construction of the 
railroad, and in all probability the building 


of a portion of it will be under the super- 


vision of American engineers. Original 
American participation opens the market for 
American manufacturers, and the United 


States secures a political prestige which is 


paramount. 


Charles R. Crane Talks of Laon. 
New York, July 20—Information from 


: Peking today promising a settlement of the 


Hankow railroad loan question favorably 
to the United States was received with grati- 
fication by Charles R. Crane of Chicago, re- 
cently appointed minister to China, who is 
now in New York. 

Mr. Crane said this country was particular- 
ly anxious to have equal participation in the 
loan, because it represented the first great 
public work under the new policy of the 
Chinese government favorable to foreign 
enterprises and under the policy of the United 
States toward the eastern situation, as laid 
down by President Taft. 

“The precedent is what we want to estab- 
Usb,“ he said, “After that the task of this 
government to maintain its position with the 
European powers in the east will be less, 
difficult.”’ . 

The news from Peking came while Mr. 
Crane was discussing this topic, among 
Sthers, with representatives of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. The proposal 
under consideration is to increase the original 
$27,500,000 required for the loan by one-third, 
allowing the United States to share equally 
with England, Germany and France, without 
cutting down the portions originally allotted 
to those countries. 


Says Bankers Are Patriotic. 


Mr. Crane took pains to make it plain that 
the desire of the United States to participate 
in the loan was not due to hope of financial 
gain. 

Our bankers,” he said, are patriotic in 
the matter. They have no expectation of any 
unusual profit beyond a possible 4 per cent. 
But they realize what this matter means to 
our prestige in the east anc to our future 
commercial opportunities. While no such 
considerations will be mentioned in distribut- 
ing the loan, the allotment we desire would 
increase the opportunities of American man- 
ufacturers to share in the contracts for 
building and equipping the new railroad and 
aid the merchants of this country in their 
competition for Chinese trade.“ 

Mr. Crane said he understood Russian 
bankers had asked for a portion of the Han- 
kow loan, but he believed the Russo-Japanese 
war had left neither of these countries in a 
condition to share financially in Chinese en- 
terprise at present. 

Mr. Crane expects to leave for his new post 


on Oct. 1. 


FOR FREEDOM IN RELIGION. 


Dr. Frank Crane Says the Attitude of 
Modern Criticism and Science 
Strengthens the Ministry. 


The Rev. Frank Crane, who recently re- 
signed the pastorate of Union Congregational 


church at Worcester, Mass., to become min-

REACH AGREEMENT ON DOWRY. 
Miguel Will Get More than $1,000,000 


—Mrs. Smith, Young American Bride- 
Elect’s Mother, Figures in Deal. 


LONDON, July 20.—Mrs. James Henry 
Smith, who on July 9 announced the engage- 
ment of her daughter, Anita Stewart, to 
Prince Miguel of Braganza, oldest son of 
Duke Miguel, pretender to the throne of 
Portugal, met the prince's attorneys yester- 
day to effect a marriage settlement. 

Although no announcement was made fol- 
lowing the conference, it was learned upon 
excellent authority that a large sum of 
money will be settled upon the prospective 
bridegroom. It is understood that the sum 
is to be jointly provided by the mother and 
daughter, both of whom are wealthy. 

The prince attended the conference in per- 
son and when he emerged he looked intenee- 
ly pleased. Neither Mrs. Smith nor Miss 
Stewart was present, but when the latter 
was seen later she was all smiles. Imme- 
diately after the wedding ceremony, prob- 
ably in October, the prince will come into 
possession of a lump sum considerably in ex- 
cess of $1,000,000. 


FILIPINO MUTINY PROBE NEQR. 


Court Will Proceed to Davao to Investi- 
gate Uprising—Two Officers Are 
Blamed for Departure. 


MANILA, July 21.—The five highest rank- 
ing officers in the constabulary, designated 
to investigate the mutiny of a company of 
native constabulary at Davao, Mindanao 
island, on July 5, have assembied here and 
will go to Davao immediately. They will 
form a court of inquiry to ascertain the 
causes that led up to the mutiny. 

It is alleged that two officers beat the na- 
tive enlisted men for infractions of discipline 
and that this, together with trouble over ra- 
tions, caused the mutiny. 

The conduct of Lieut. Allen Walker, gov- 
ernor of Davao province, and of Lieut. De 
Blaine, in leaving Davao after the mutineers 
had attacked their officers, is questioned.

The mysterious disappearance of former 
Judge Joseph R. Clarkson of Kenosha, Win., 
bas caused almost as great a furor in his 
dome city and the towns along the north

ago. With the publ cannouncement of Clark- 
gon’s disappearance by his wife and friends 
Monday the most strenuous kind of a search 
for the missing man was inaugurated yeeter- 
day. Up to lateat night, however, the search 
proved fruitiess. 

Parties of searchers scoured the north shore 
jn automobiles until a late hour in the hope 
of finding a trace of the missing man. The 
woods and the fields were tramped over and 
in places along the shore the searchers 
erawied through dense masses of weeds and 
pushes.

Hear of Double; Can’t Find Him. 


In the morning it seemed that some trace 
of the missing mien had been found, but fur- 
ther investigation proved the clews to be 
of little value. Late Monday night one of 
the detectives sent out by the friends of 
the family thought he had struck the right 
track. He had heard of a man answering 

' the description of the former judge at Win- 
throp Harbor and Lake Bluff, and upon fur- 
ther inquiry found that a man tallying with 
the description had been seen in Highwood 
only & few minutes before he passed through 
the town.

This seemed to be a redhot clew, and when

CRUCIAL MOMENT AT HAND 
IN THE TARIFF CAMPAIGN. 


Western Business Men Urged to Renew 
Efforts for Favorable Consideration 
of the Commission Proviso. 


Western business men who have been sup- 
porting the modified tariff commission 
proviso to the tariff bill now in conference 
have been urged to renew their efforts to ob- 
tain favorable consideration of the proposi- 


tion. 

It ie understood the prospects for the pro- 
vision which would enable the president to 
appoint a commission of experts to examine 
tariff conditions, have changed rapidly for 
the worse, and the crucial moment in the 

has come. 

A week ago it was thought by the repre- 
semtatives of the various business interests 
concerned in the proposal to make scientific 
preparations for the next revision that the 
conferees could be persuaded to look with 
favor on the idea and provide for the com- 
mission. It has been understood that the 
senate members of the conf erenoe committee 
are in sympathy with the business interests 
in this respect and it was thought. at 2 
time that the house members, a mafortty of 


‘whom orginally were hostile, could be won 


over. 

Since President Taft mate his position 
plain ae to “revision downwards” condi- 
tions have been changed and the house mem- 
bers again are openly hostile to the plan. It 
is supposed they fear the creation of such a 
commission to be appointed by the president 
would put too much power in his hands.

DEFICIENCY BILL IS ,PASSED. 


House Finally Takes Favorable Ac- 
tion After Four Days of Tem- 
pestuous Debate. 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—The urgent 
deficiency bill was passed by the house 
today, after four days of tempestuous debate. 
The amount carried by it is $454,809, or 
$20,408 more than the original sum, and in- 
cludes’ the $25,000 traveling expenses for the 
president. 

After denying the usual extra month’s pay 
to officers and employés of the capitol. the 
house threw out of the bill the allowance for 
extra work to committee stenographers, and 
then refused to carry out a mandate of the 
United: States Supreme court for the pay- 
ment to J. M. Ceballos & Co..of New York 
of $205,614.

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Men Held Fighter as He 
Fired Fatal Shot. 


Deseribes Wild West” Orgy of 
Firearms Preceding Quarrel 
and Death. 


Annapolis, Md. July 20.—[Speeial. 
“ When Lieut. Sutton fired the fatal shot he 
was lying face downward upon the ground. 
Lieut. Utley was sitting on his legs, Sergt. 
De Hart was sitting on his body, and I was 
holding him by the shoulders. Suddenly at 
the sound of a voice crying, He has killed 
Roelker,’ Sutton's arm, which had been foid- 
ed under him, 
There was a flash and a dull report, a report 
such as I never had heard from a revolver 
before. His body became limp and Lieut. 
Willing, who was near, came and took à re- 
volver from him. 

A few seconds before this, just as 1 ar- 
rived on the scene, Lieut. Adams was stand- 
ing beside Sutton trying to hit him. I ordered 
Adams back and some one, I think, led him 
away.“ 

This was the description of just how Lieut. 
James N. Sutton died as given by Lieut. WIII- 
iam F. Bevan, who was the officer of the 
guard at the marine barracks here on the 
night of Oct. 12 when Sutton was killed, 
Bevan nowgis on duty aboard the battleship 
New Jergey on the Atlantic station. 


Story Contradicts That of Adams. 


His story as to the exact manner in which 
Sutton came to his end differs materially 
from that told by Lieut. Adams in that 
Adams, though confessedly forgetful of 
many incidents that he testified to at the 
original inquiry, has maintained steadfastly 
before the present court of inquiry that after 
he got off Sutton, whom he had thrown to 
the ground, Sutton lay there alone and that 
he was alone with nobody near him when 
he drew his right arm from under his body 
and fired the shot that ended his life. 

Bevan’'s testimony also revealed that a sit- 
uation bordering on a wild west rampage had 
existed in the marine camp just prior to the 
shooting. 

Sutton, he said, had been trying to make 
Lieut. Roelker dance by leveling two re- 
volvers at his feet and afterward had rushed 
from the camp, disregarding his arrest by 
the officer of the guard, and shouting that 
he would quit the marines for good and all. 


All Involved Were Irresponsible. 

It has been remarked, in view of the tes- 
timony so far, which makes it apparent 
more than one of the marines was in an 
excited and irresponsible condition on the 
night in question, that none of them could 
be expected to give a lucid account of the 
incidents leading up to Sutton’s death.

Bevan Tells of “Wild West” Trick. 

Lieut. Bevan then was called. Maj. Leon- 
ard asked him to relate the incidents of the 
night of Oct. 12-13 from midnight on.

that a fight was going on in the marine camp. 
I went up there and found Lieut. Sutton in his 
tent door with a revolver in each hand, point- 
ing them at Lieut. Roelker’s feet, who was 
remonstrating with Sutton and trying to get 
him to put up his guns. I placed Sutton un- 
der arrest and ordered both men to their 
tents. 

Sutton made some remark about disre- 
garding arrest and ran down the walk, ex- 
claiming he was going to leave the camp for 
good.

KNOXVILLE, ILL., AGED WOMEN 
TO HAVE A $250,000 HOME. 


Institution Is Provided For in Will of 
Mrs. Mary E. Jones—Chicagoans Are 
Remembered in Bequests. 


Galesburg, III., July 20.—[{Special.]—By the 
terms of the will of Mrs. Mary E. Jones of 
Knoxville, filed for probate today, an estate 
of $600,000 was distributed among a large 
number of beneficiaries. The most impor-

The railroad set up the plea that the em- 
ployers’ lability act was unconstitutional 
and the federal government intervened with 
a plea to uphold the constitutionality of the 
act, the department of justice being repre- 
sented by a special attorney.

It is one which, if warranted by the consti- 
tution of the United States, may. under the 
general laws relating to the jurisdiction of 
the Circult courts of the United States, when- 
ever damages exceeding $2,000 are chimed, 
be made the subject of judicial proceedings 
in the courts of the United States as a suit 
of a civil nature arising under the laws of 
the United States, without reference to the 
citizenship of the parties. 


Congress’ Power Questioned. 

** Congress did not intend by the act of April 
22, 1908, to authorize the institution of an 
action under it in the courts of the states, 

“It had ne power to make it incumbent 
on the state courts to assumé jurisdiction of 
such an action.

“The act, so far as it concerns this cause, 
is wholly. void by reason of certain of its pro-

FIRST EFFORT TO END STRIKE 
BY INJUNCTION PLEA FAILS, 


Pittsburg Judges Sustain Demurrer of 
Pressed Steel Car Company—Former

made in the United States to stop a strike by 
enjoining both the principals and the com- 
monwealth failed today.

THE CORPORATION TAX. 

The imposition of a 1 per cent tax on 
the net incomes of corporations uppears 
to be a certainty now. Ali corporations 
to be affected by it will be required to

constitutionality of the tax. 
It is formally described as “a special 
excise tax with respect to the carrying 


on or doing business by such , corpora- 


tion.” The point will be made that the 
right to carry on business as a corpora- 
tion, granted by a state, is not taxable 
by the national government. There are 
good lawyers who take this view. John 
C. Spooner is one of them. When a sim- 
ilar proposition was before the senate in 
1898 he said: 


I admit that it [the national government] may 
tax the property, but may it tax the franchise? 
Is it not the instrumentality employed by the 
state for a public purpose; and is it not true that 
the power upon the part of the United States to 
tax, if at all, involves the power to tax it out of 
existence, and may not the federal government 
dismmantie the states so far as corporate instru- 
mentalities are concerned? The question is wheth- 
er congress can any more tax the right to be of 
the corporation than the state can tax a federal 
corporation. 


The constitutionality of the tax will 
be disputed on the ground that the part- 
nerships and the individuals which are 
business rivals of the corporations which 
are to be taxed will be exempt. In 1898 
Senator Lodge said of the amendment 
offered and defeated to tax corporations: 


We propose to tax men for privileges which we 
do not confer, and relieve other men doing per- 
haps the same business and with a larger profit, 
because they do business in the name of a partner- 
ship, and not a corporation. The corporation, as a 
rule, is made up of many persons with small in- 
terests, whereas the great partnerships are made 
up, as a rule, of two or three persons. 


According to Judge Cooley a tax on 4 
corporate franchise may or may not be 
ion. oF politic.”

“open to free competition between a 
| porations and individuals, and in respect 
to which corporations would enjoy no 
special privileges or advantages, a tax

Day 
after day the toilers have been busy, 
tearing away the old monumental struc- 


ture, laying the deep foundations for the 


new, carrying up the steel for the greater 
and better city hall for whose early com- 
pletion ‘all hope. 

The building um be a monument as 
the old one was. But it will not be for 
architectural how. It will become a 
busy home of industry. It will be an of- 
fice building to house those who serve the 
city in various capacities. The prime 
purpose sought is utility. And utility 
has little in common. with pomp and 
ceremony. Other great office buildings 
are going up here and there in the down- 
town region. Those who are paying for 
them have not cared for corner stone 
layings or special publicity. Their main 
idea: has been to get the work done 
quickly and to have it well done. 

That is the hope of the citizens of Chi- 
cago in connection with the new city 
hall. The county building is a source of 


pride because it is a- structure suitable to 


the needs of the present day and hecause 
it was erected without the steals that so 
often accompany public work of this type 
in the United States. If the city hall is 
finished with like celerity and those who 
have its construction in charge turn it 
over to Chicago with their hands clean 
no one will care a bit whether the presi- 
dent of the United States laid the corner 
stone or that ceremonial was performed 
in simple style by “home talent” and 
with a minimum of display. 

So far everything is hopeful. The 
work is progressing satisfactorily. When 
it is completed the twin buildings on that 
block will compare favorably with any in 
the land. In the meantime the marking 
of a stage in the process by proper cere, 
monial is in conformity. with long estab- 
lished custom. That it was done in such 
a simple manner is gratifying.

The late Caroline duchess of Montrose, 
who.used to race undér the name ef Mr. 
Manton,” and who was for years so con- 
spicuous a figure on the turf, also built a 
pretty chapel of large dimensions on her 
property at Newmarket for the use of her 
stable folk. Like the king, she maintained 
a chaplain, the duties of whose pastorate 
were restricted to celebrating divine service 
in the chapel and to looking after the spirit- 
ual welfare of the people in her 2 at 
Newmarket. 

in this he received a considerable amount 
of vigorous assistance from the old duchess, 
who was an extraordinary character and ex- 
ceedingly picturesque, not to say highly col- 
ored, in her language. For when she was 
at Newmarket for the race meetings she 
would sometimes march into the chapel after 
the beginning of the Sunday morning serv- 
ice and stride up the aisle, leading by the 
ear some luckless stable lad whom she had 
caught trying to play truant from church. 

Boys begin to be trained as jockeys from 
the age of 18. They start as stable lads, 
and, of course, they all hopetorise. When 
they are through riding they generally wind 
up as trainers. Naturally the moral wel- 
fare of these boye requires attention, and 
that it is thus cared for deserves to be 
brought to the knowledge of those who fond- 
ly imagine that any connection with horse 
rating implies loose living, gambling, blas- 
phemy, drinking, and irre Hgion in general. 
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Lord Herschell, who has just heen ap- 
pointed controller of King Edward's house- 
hold, is the sop of that ex-lord high chan- 
cellor who died with such tragic suddenness 
at Washington ten years ago while engaged 
on a special mission from the British gov- 
ernment in connection with the Canadian 
fisheries problem, and whose body was taken 
back to England on board an American 
man-of-war. 

It is unusual for a peer to be chosen for 
the controllership of the household, which 
is a political offlce. Indeed, this is the first 
vecasion of a member of the upper house 
receiving the post that I can recall. Among 
the reasons to be found for the nomination 
is the fact that Lord Herschell stands par- 
ticularly well in the good graces of the king. 
whose lord in waiting he has been until now, 
and algo enjoys the confidence of the ad- 
ministration; indeed, sufficient to become 
from now on the latter’s spokesman for for- 
eign affairs in the house of lords, Sir Edward 
Grey, the secretary of state for foreign af- 
fairs, and his under secretary of siate, being 
both of them in the house of commons. 

Loré Herschell, like his father before him, 
has a strong strain of Jewish blood in his 
veins. For the late Lord Herschel! (no rela- 
tive of the famous astronomer of that name) 
was the son of a Jéwish refugee from Po- 
land, who was baptized by the bishop of 
London, became a missionary among his for- 
mer coreligionists, and started a chapel of 
his own just off the Edgware road in Lon- 
don, where he preached and did much good. 
His son adopted the law as a profession, 
and for the first seven years after his bel 
called to the bar met with every species o 
discouragement and disappointment, being 
practically briefiess. 


~~ 


At. length, however, the leader of the 
northern circuit detected his remarkable 
legal ability and from that time forth his 
rise was steady. He became lord high chan- 
cellor of the realm ‘in 1886, being the first 
member of his race on record to hold the 
office of ‘“‘ keeper of the sovereign's con- 
science,” as the lord high chancellor is offi- 
cially styled, and his elevation to the wool 
sack constituted the fulfillment of a predic- 
tion made at the time when Disraeli first. be- 
came premier: that it would not be long 
before the chancellorship, the highest office 
of the realm, would be held by a member 
of the Jewish race. Lord Herschell, who 
received a peerage on becoming lord chan- 
cellor, left a fortune of over a milkon dol- 
lars, acquired entirely by his legal practice 
at the bar before being raised to the wool- 
sack. He was a Liberal and a Home Ruler 
in politics, and only once excited unfavor- 
able comment—namely: when he accepted 
the grand cross of the Order of the Bath. 
He was the first lord high chancellor in 
three centuries to accept an order of knight- 
hood while in office, and by so doing was re- 
garded as having lowered the lofty dignity 
and prestige of the keeper of the great seal. 

controller of the royal household is the 
second officer under the lord high steward, 
and in the absence of the latter replaces 
him, jointly, with the treasurer of the house- 
hold. He checks and examines all the ac- 
counts of the board of green cloth for the 
expenses of the household and bears on state 
occasions, in token of his office, a white 
wand or staff. He is by virtue of his office, 
which dates from the reign of King Edward 
IV., a member of the privy council, and, 
like the lord steward and the lord chamber- 
lain, resigne whenever the cabinet goes out 
of office. 
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Nowhere has the reconciliation of the 
Grandduke and Grandduchese Cyril with the 
czar and czarina given a greater degree of 
satisfaction than St. Petersburg society. 
For their return to St. Petersburg means 
the reopening of the palace of the late 
Grandduke Viadimir, which up to the time 
of his death was the virtual center and hub 
of the great world of the Russian capital. 

The late grandduke, like his grandduchess, 
was extremely hospitable, and throughout 
the Ste Petersburg season their palace was 
the scene of a continuous round of enter- 
tainments and brilliant fétes. Moreover, the 
Grandduchess Vladimir was the moving 
spirit in every festival organized, either for 
the sake of charity or mere pleasure, and 
owing to the retired life of the emperor and 
empress during more than ten years past 
may be said to have acted as leaders of the 
Russian grand monde, much in the same 
way as the then prince and princess of 
Wales did with regard to the London great 
world during the last half of the reign of. 
Queen Victoria, owing to her withdrawal 
from society. 

Since the Grandduke Viadimir’s death and 
the eclipse of his widow through mourning 
St. Petersburg society has been, so to speak, 
without any guidance. It has been, in fact, 
without any rallying point and hub, owing 


to the close of the Viadimfr palace, and. de- 


ing without direction, has given signs of 
disintegration; that is to say; all the great 
families have begun to live each for them-

Prof. Thomas humbled the pride of his 

- guditors by informing them their meritalities 
gre not superior to those of a savage. He 
concluded his lecture with a scathing de- 
gunciation of society for neglect of the 
gcience of eugenics, at which, he added, the 
gavage excels. 

Much of the instructipn which the savage 
child gets may appear foolish tous,” he said, 
“got when we consider what it all means, 
there is a different story. One lesson which 
we could learn from the uncivilizsed—and it 
is the big problem of this day—is what so- 
diety's duty should be in enforcing proper 
ehild raising. 

Says Savage Points the Way. 

“The savage points the way for us in this 
respect. With all his formal instruction, he 
Agye down certain rules of marrying and ob- 
Mentions of various sorts which make the 
child consistently useful. 

There would be no criminals today if we 
used the Savage system of education among 
our boys. The savages are trained to grow 
up so that they never think of their own 
wants until they have aided their neighbors 
im securing the necessities of life.

vantages which Americans have over Hin- 
os or even Japanese. 

“ This detailed control of society over the 
individual among savages also has its unfor- 
tunate side,“ he said.

1 it is announced, which will equalize the 
grain rates on traffic moving from all 
points in Iowa, North and South Dakota, 
Minnesota and Nebraska to the southeast, 
go that the grain may be moved through 
this city at rates equal to those at other 
gateways.

Heretofore if two carloads of grain des- 
fined for a point in the southeast, such.as

the shipment through Chicago. This has 
deen remedied by the new adjustment. 


All Gateways on a Parity. 


At the same time, it is proposed to estab- 
lish new rates on grain applying south of the 
Ohio river from Cincinnati and Louisville. 
‘These will be flat rates, 2 cents a hundred 
pounds less than through other Ohio river 
crossing, the difference being made to com- 
pensate for a 2 cent shrinkage allowance, so 
‘that all gateways will be on a parity whether 
the grain is shipped from Chicago or St. 
Louis. 7 

The new relation of rates to be put in 
makes it possible for the Chicago market 
to compete on even terms for the grain of the 
Western and northwestern states, which the 
local grain interests have contended for 


_ for years. 


It wes thought early this spring that a 
favorable adjustment had been reached 
after a conference between representatives 
‘of the carriers and grain men here, but the 
plan was knocked out by the refusal of one 
or two of the roads to agree to it. 


Big Benefit to Chicago. 

“The new adjustment will be of tremendous 
benefit to Chicago,” said W. M. Hopkins, 
Manager of the transportation department 
of the board of trade. “It means that we are 


Just breaking away from the line drawn

In 1907 that traffic amounted to 60,000 
cars.

SOME INDUSTRIALS STRONG. 


Good Crop News Favorable Factor in 
Boosting Quutations.

(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER] 

NEW YORK, July 20.—[{Specia!.}—In a nar- 
row market where the inactivity appeared 
even greater than it really was owing to 
concentration of business upon a limited 
number ef stocks, prices moved forward to- 
day with considerable vigor. 

The movement was not uninterrupted, 
however, for a setback occasioned by profit 
taking followed a sharp advance neat the 
opening and what seemed to be a profession- 
al move against securities served to check 
& renewed rise late in the day, although at 
the close the advance was again under 
headway. 


It was once more the prospect of excel- 
lent crop returns which determined the 
market's course, for granger stocks were 
again the leaders. They were pressed close- 
ly for this position, however, by many of 
the industrials, particularly those catering 
to the railroads, and so largely did the day's 
business center in securities of the kind men- 
tioned that elsewhere fluctuations were nar- 
row and transactions insignificant. 


Good Crop News Factor. 

Curiously enough, while the stocks of rail- 
roads traversing the wheat and corn coun- 
try were advancing on the prospect of good 
crops prices on grain markets, at least for 
September and December options, were also 
rising. To offset the advances in options 
named there was a sharp fall in July wheat. 

In the weekly weather report of the govern- 
ment issued during the day there was no 
evidence of unseasonable conditions in any. 
section of the wheat or corn territory, but 
such evidence is by no means necessary to 
convince Chicago speculators in wheat of 
the necessity. for higher prices, as recent 
movements on the board of trade ® that 
city have clearly proved. Outside of such 
ems as a further small advance in the 
price of pig fron at eastern furnaces and in 
the quotations for copper on the local metal 
exchange and the sale by the Union Pacific 
of the $10,000,000 of Atchison preferred stock 
held in its treasury, a transaction which still 
further increases the Union Pacific’s already 
large holdings of cash, the day was rather 
barren of developments. 


Money Rates Are Firmer. 


In the money market some further indica- 
tions of firmness in time rates made their 
appearance and bankers reported steady if 
moderate expansion of demand for accommo- 
dation on the part of miscellaneous out of 
town-borrowers.

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Why New York: Savings Banks 
Pay 4 Per Cent to Depositors. 


OPERATED ON MUTUAL PLAN. 


Lackawanna Stockholders Approve 
Inerease of Capital Stock.

The following has been received: 

Wil! you kindly explain in your columns why the 
New York savings banks return depositors 4 per 
cent interest per annum while Chicago institutions 
of like character pay depositors but 8 per cent. per 
annum. 5 

The communication Ils accompanied by the 
advertisement of a number of New York 
Savings banks announcing semi-anmual divi- 
dends at the rate of 4 per cent. Many de- 
positors in Chicago savings banks do not 
understand why the local savings institu- 
tions pay but 8 per. cent, 


Are Mutual Savings Banks. 


The New York savings banks to which 
reference is made are organized on the mu- 
tual” plan es against thé capital stock plan 
of Chicago banks. The New York savings 
institutions have no capital stock. They are 
incorporated under the state law by a num- 
ber of men, usually well to do, who are desig- 
nated as trustees and who receive no sala- 
ries. Generally the only directing. official 
connected with the institutions receiving any 
pay, is the secretary who represents the trus- 
tees. It is the business of the latter to pase 
upon the securities to be purchased with the 
tunds of depositors. The kinds of securi- 
ties which may be purchased are designated 
by the laws of New York, Beyond the bonds 
so designated the trustees may make no 
purchases. There is no attempt to do a gen- 
eral banking business such as is conducted 
by Chicago savings banks. 


Do Not Make Loans. zi 
Some of the New York savings banks make 
no loans whatever, but the reports of others 
show an occasional] loan. The great bulk 
of the money of depositors, is invested in 


bonds bearing interest at rates varying from 


3 to 8 per cent. Most of the secyrities 
bear from 8 to 4 per cent. Some profit is 
made on an advance in the market for the 
bonds and there are losses when the price 
of the bonds moves lower. 

In the main the business of the New York 
savings bank is to invest its funds in se- 
curities and out of the interest returned 
pay depositors semi-annually a rate of in- 
terest usually 4 per cent. 

‘hicago banks pay but 8 per cent. The 
large dividends which are sometimes noted 
as being paid to stockholders are earned 
through banking operations. Bonds are 


bought and sold, money is loaned at vary- 


ing rates, as the market varies, from 2 to 
6 per cent and an expensive organization 
is maintained. She depositors have the 
guarantee of security which the 200 per 
cent liability of stockholders affords. That 
is, the stockholder in a Chicago savings 
bank stands to lose all he fas paid in tor 
his stock and is liable for an assessment 
of 10) per cent to make good any losses to 
depositors. 

In connection with the New York savings 
banks, interest payments, it is of import- 
ance to note what Clark Williams, superin- 
tendent of banks of the State of New York, 
had to say at the annual convention of the 
New York state banker's association just 
closed. 


Conservatism Against 4 Per Cent. 


Mr. Williams was protesting against the 
payment of high interest rates on deposits 
and said: . é 

As a result of the general discussion of 
the interest rate on the occasion of the re- 
cent convention of the savings banks, it 
might be inferred that they were the great- 
est offenders. These mutual institutions face 
a different With due regard for 
soundness and surplus there are a few that 
might safely pay 4% per cent. There are 
others that could properly pay 4 per cent, but 
the greater number should pay 3% per cent. 

“If I were asked what thing embodied the 
greatest offense to the safe, conservative 
banker, I should reply without hesitation: 
‘That sign, Interest department; 4 per cent 
paid on deposits whether large or small.“ 

Mr. Williams discussed the practice of 
New York state banks and trust companies 
other than savings institutions paying a 
high rate of interest in order to build up de- 
posits. He said: 

“As we well know the practice is due 
largely to improper competition and a de- 
sire for large figures in disregard of con- 
servative, sound paying banking. Invested 
capital is entitled to a reasonable return, and 
the banking community? yes, and posterity, 
can properly expect increasing strength in 
every institution having the people's money 
in its care under either state or national 
supervision. 

Is it possible to earn a respectable divi- 
dend, to set aside a reasonable surplus, to 
pay your expenses, to maintain your legal re- 
serve, and to pay interest at 4 per cent on 
your money, if you are doing a conservative 
loan and investment business? 


Four Per Cent Banks Quit. 


The foregoing paragraph applies exactly 
to Chicago savings banks, for they are in 
the general banking business. It may be 
recalled in the case of local institutions that 
the ones which have advertised 4 per cent on 
savings deposits have gone out of business. 
The former head of the old Globe Savings 
bank, which paid 4 per cent, has been liberat- 
ed but recently from a state peng! institu- 
tion. A La Salle street private banker, who 
advertised interest at 4 per cent, went out 
of business under criminal charges. What 
Supt. Williams said in New York of 4 per 
cent advertisements has thus far applied to 
Chicago. 


Reform on Metal Exchange. 

Following the recommendation of the 
White committee to Governor Hughes, the 
reform committee of the New York Metal ex- 
change proposes in the report which it has 
submitted to the board of managers that the 
committee of quotations be abolished. The 
reform committee believed that quotations 
should be established by actual transactions, 
as on other exchanges of the highest order, 
and, therefore, urges discontinuance of the 
present daily’ quotations by the committee 
of five of the metal exchange, which were 
criticised in the report of the special com- 
mittee appointed by Governor Hughes. 

The report of the reform committee further 
advocates the establishment in New York 
City of a standard copper system under 
which all the present brands of copper 
“electrolytic,” lake,“ and ‘‘castings’’—shall 
be included under the one term of “standard 
copper subject to the fellowing specifica- 
tions as to delivery on contract: Sellers will 
have the option of making deliveries either in 

Clase A~Refined copper, assayed at not lem than 
90 per cent and below 99.80 per cent at actual con- 
tract price.

Coarse Grains Cause Upturn. 


CORN SHORTS ARE ANXIOUS. | 


Old Crop Suuation Strong and Bull 
Party Gains Many Recruits. 


Lighter receipts than expected in the south- 
west, a few reports of extremely hot weather 
in South Dakota, and a comparatively strong 
tone at Liverpool were used as excuses for 
boosting wheat prices moderately yesterday, 
but the chief reason for the advance was the 
anxiety of local shorte caused by the strength 
in corn. July broke sharply at one time, 
but the deferred months were strong almost 
from the start and finished the day with sub- 
stantial gains. Closing figures were 1%0 
lower for July; %@%c up for September; 10 
better for December, and & higher for May. 
Offerings were light and a little buying, 
headed by Bartlett-Patten, Armour, Logan- 
Bryan St. Louis houses, started the advance, 
shorts covering freely on the upturn. 


Hot Weather Scare Is Due. 

Fears that too hot weather will prevail 
im the spring wheat country while the plant 
is susceptible to damage from this cause were 
entertained in some quarters, but there was 
nothing to warrant any immediate alarm. 
Temperatures were not above the ordinary 
at this season of the year, and the weather 

map showed practically ideal conditions in 
all directions. The movement so far to pri- 
mary points suggests that country mills are 
deducting freely from the home marketings, 
and the total arrivals at the leading centers 
were 425,000 bu, against 1,072,000 bu a year 
ago. Reports from this state were decidedly 
encouraging. Large yields are reported and 
farmers were said to be willing to sell. Cash 
prices were comparatively firm here and in 
the southwest with fair offerings. Receipts 
here were 152 cars, of which 52 cdrs graded 
contract, with 84 cars expected today. 


Big Russian Crop a Factor. 


New wheat is expected at southern Rus- 
sian ports by Aug. 10, and prospects are for 
a larger crop in that country than has been 
raised.in several years. This promises to 
be an important factor in the situation, re- 
lleving the anxiety of European buyers, and 
causing less demand for our surplus. 
conditions in Germany, France, and Hun- 
gary were less favorable. Cables were indif- 
ferent. Liverpool closed unchanged to d 
lower: Paris, 4@%c off; Antwerp and Berlin 
unchanged; Budapest, 1½ down, and Buenos 
Ayres, Ac lower. The world’s available 
supply decreased 3,888,000 bu, compared to a 
redaction a year ago of 3,658,000 bu. Minne- 
apolis wheat stocks decreased 375,000 bu for 
three days. Winnipeg had 59 cars, com- 
pared to 86 cars a year ago. 


Spring Wheat Promise Fine. 


The majority of all reports from the spring 
wheat country were decidedly favorable and 
the consensus of opinion seems to indicate a 
large yield of all crops. B. W. Snow, how- 
ever, who is now in Canada, wires that in 
eastern Saskatchewan and central Manitoba 
there is no possibility of bumper crops, ow- 
ing to dry weather in June. Thrashing re- 
turns from Illinois, Indiana, Ohio. and Ran- 
sas show larger returns than looked for 
earlier in the season. Thrashing is progress- 
ing rapidly and with better results than when 
the weather was so wet earlier in the month. 

The trade, while looking for an increased 
movement, fears the heavy accumulations 
of all months by the leading elevator in- 
terests and is not much tempted to stay long 
on the short side of the market. 


Corn Shorts Are Big Buyers. 


Increasing anxiety on the part of the shorts 
both in July and the deferred deliveries of 
corn was mainly responsible for a material 
improvement in prices. Wagner, Bartlett- 
Patten, and Comstock were also heavy buy- 
ers in addition to the shorts. and the limited 
offeringe were soon absorbed and prices fin- 
ished at practically the top point for the 
day. Net gains were %4@1%c. The news was 
not particulagly bullish, but cash corn was 
in demand at an advance of 10. and the larger 
receipts were well taken care of. Arrivals 
here were 854 cars, with 173 estimated for 
today. Primary arrivals aggregated 578 000 
bu, compared to 334.000 bu a year ago. Cash 
sales were 250,000 bu. and shippers were try- 
ing to buy corn at Kansas City and Omaha 
to bring in here.
